The Fight to Omt Dr. Wiley- Tale of 


Two Slenographert-A Fo«r Ply 


Monopoly. 


(Special Correspondence of the Gazette) 
Washington, August 22—Tlie Taft 


administration willnot daretocairy 
out tho plot lo drive Dr. Harvey Wiley 
from tlie government service. 


Ihls thought must have suggested 
self time and again to tlie minds of 


the men and women who crowded the 
Moss investigating committee rooms 
and heard Dr. Wiley lay bare the 
startling faols of a systeraized fight 
against him because he insisted the 
food manufacturers keep their pro- 
ducts pure: 


At times, as Dr. Wiley told or the 


fierce persecution 
he had endured, 


his voice almost broke, and he could 
proceed only with difficulty. At times 
also the committee members, utterly 
dumbfounded by the doctor's state- 
ments, were nt a loss as to what ques- 
tions to ask htm next. 


Not only was it shown that Dr. 


Wiley's efforts to serve tbe public 
unil protect It from injurious and 
poisonous substances in food prepa- 
rations hud been absolutely blocked 
by the conspirators In the adminis- 
tration headed by Becretaiy of Agri- 
culture Wilflou and his controlling 
inlluence, Soiiuitor MoOabe, but that 
the latent effort to force Dr. Wiley out 
of office was based upon a letter which 
he never received and knew nothing 
about. 


Not boastfully or eagerly, but in 


response to qucslious by members of 
the committee, Dr. Wiley recited the 
universities at wljlch he had studied, 
tbe great scientific societies at home 
und abroad which have honored him 
in various ways, and the recital went 
u long wny In revealing to the com- 
mittee tbe great public spirit ami sym- 
pathy o[ this man who possessed a 
coinage in public duty which neither 
threats From otliuial sources nor oppo- 
sition by the powers of evil had been 
nble to break down. 


While the whole hearing was a suc- 


cession of revelations that left the 
committee and 
spectators thunder- 


struck, the most astonishing testi- 
mony came when Di. Wiley told of 
his eltorls to prevent the use of ahiin 
and sulphur dioxide in food products. 


"Alum, used in foods," said Dr. 


Wiley, "especially in baking powdei 
is responsible for the largo amount of 
constipation that is prevalent through- 
out the country. I considered its use 
a serious danger to public health, and 
wanted It stopped pending an inves- 
tigation. But the other two members 
of the board overruled me, as they in- 
variably did, and the use of alum is 
still permitted. 


"Another case involved the use of 


sulphur dioxide, Dunlap and McCabe 
recommended tbat we discontinue the 
lule requiring the presence of this 
drug be Indicated on Ihe label. As 
the rule had been adopted after a most 
exhaustive investigation I was con- 
vinced that to do away with It would 
be a grave mistake. Dunlap and Mc- 
Clabe revoked the rule, however during 
my absence, and when I returned I 
wrote a letter to Secretary 
Wilson, 


asking lor a hearing. 
But Secretary 


Wilson did not even reply to my let- 
ter."

Charles Iredell property occu- 
pied by his family as long as I can 
remember. 


Again on my righl the old time 


stone house now occupied by Mr. 
Luvett, but once by Jeremiah Rich- 
ardson, the father of the veteran her- 
mit, James Richardson. 


Adjoining this property, fine Alex- 


ander York, a shoemaker lived.

was called, "Long" i'ork to distin-

lived in Bristol, also a shoemaker.

nwver very long at a time, except one,

Yacht Lifted Out of River and Tamed

Hristol and \icinity was "sldeswip- 


et " by n hurricane, last Friday after- 
noon, that lore U]> lieesunroofed build- 
ings, knoeked over sheds, sent ooats 
adrift and tangled up overhead wires.

The steamer Twilight was midway

Ir. Adams went to Mont Alto, Frank- 
n county, where he entered the state 
nstitution for tuherrulav cases and be- 
ame an obedient pallent under Dr. 
Johnston, the man in charge. 


For three months Mr. Adams occu- 


pied a bed in the hospital, where it 
took mighty close watihlng to keep 
body and soul together, but Mr. Adams 
won out, and in midsummer he was 
sent to the camp, where he did noth- 
ing but eat and sleep and breathe the 
fresh air of the South mountains. He 
remained there eighteen months, and 
was In the open all Ihe time. Many a 
da.v he rose from his bed with the 
snow on his pillows and blanltets, but 
he improved 
right 
along, and in 


March he WOB discharged. 


Mr Adams is now selling lightning 


rods, which gives him constant out- 
door employment. He will never re- 
sume the tailoring business for fear of 
a recurrence of his trouble. He now 
eats like a wood chopper, sleeps like 
a baby and is as strong and robust 
a youngster in his teens. For years 
Mr. Adams' normal weight was 13! 
pounds. Now it is 137. When he lefl 
Huntingdon In April, 1909, he weighed 
110. 


The splendid condition of our friend 


Is remarkable. Indeed, he is a living 
monument lo the patience and skill ol 
the men who have charge of the state 
institution at Mont Alto. Dr. H. C. 
Fronts, of Huntingdon, sent Adams to 
Mont Alto, and on Monday when he 
gazed upon the shadow of two years 
ago he could scarcely believe his own 
eyes.

Ignorance Is not bliss ou the battle- 
leld. When the South African war be- 
;an the Boers, brave fighters though

But prior to the modern development 
of business enterprise when money 
was lent It was bestowed npon the bor- 
rower either for temporary use with 
oat compensation, as a mark of favor 
or patronage, or by the professional 
money leader who, taking advantage 
of persons In extremities of need, de- 
manded usurious Interest This Anglo- 
Saxon verb today retains Sts ancient 
connotation. When It was coined the 
productive powers of money were un 
known, and the wealth of rich men 
was locked up for safety and kept ou 
of the channels of commerce. 


Nowadays, by devices of credit ant 


rapid Intercommunication, It Is kept 
constantly working in productive en 
terprlses. Immense loans are 'made, no 
longer to relieve the necessitous and the 
Improvident, but to stimulate Indus 
try and to enable the borrower as wel 
as the leaner to reap a profit In his 
transactions. Money Is "loaned" In this 
sense. It IB not lent— New York Times
